endeavor tobring them to alegall tryall for 


fuch their Offences; But for the incourage- 

ment of thoſe who have beene forward, 
and a&vein the ſervice of the Common- 
wealth, It is thought fit to give them notice, 
that thoſe eight Horſes taken from Sir 
Þþn Lucas and brought up to the Parlia- 
ment by Sir Thomas Barrington and intended 
by S'.ohn Lucas for the ſtrengthning of a 
malignant party, and are delivered by com- 
mand to the Lord Generall to be by him 
imployed for the preſervation of the king - 
dome, And the Parliament hath cauſed the 
ſame S*. John Lucas and M. Newcomen to be 
committed to ſeverall priſons ; And itis 
Reſolved that they ſhall be brought to their 
ſeverall tryalls and receive ſuch puniſhment 
as ſhall appeare to be juſt according to their 
demerits. And like proceedings ſhall be 
had againſt all ſuch as ſhall be found diſtur- 
bers of the Peace of that County.
